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WAS walking over a ridge, under 
the branches of tho young oak ami 
hickory trees, when all at once some- 
thing fluttered almost under my 


feet, and I stopped just in time to keep 
from stepping on a half-fledged young 
dove. 


It was not the first time that such a 


thing hud happened in my experience, 
for the turtle doves are careless about 
the manner of building their nests, and 
the littls ones fall out of them verj 
easily. Ho f took up the little orphan, 
and begun looking about for the nest 
from wbicih it had fallen. 


I expected to find it on one of the low- 


er branches of aotne tree, a mere, loose 
huddle of sticks and twigs, with the light 
shining through tlipm ; hut it WHS no- 
wlir-ie to be seen. In vain I peered here 
and there among the branches. The 
little creature must Imve fluttered a long 
way fiom its neit; and it was an orphan 
indeed. 


So I took the little dove home with 


me, and established it in the empty 
mocking-bird cage, where it noon became 
reconciled to its fate and ate what I gave 
it without protest. J told mother thai I 
would set it ftee, when it was fully 
Hedged. 


The tutip came when it was fledged, 


and could fly as well as any dovo, but to 
my astonishment it refused to be set 
free. 
I took it out into the woods, back 


of the house, one day, and tossed it into 
the air. It spread its wings, and circled 
about over the tree-tops for a moment, 
and then it started homeward as straight 
dwananow. When I reached the house 
1 found il m its cage, which always 
stood in the veranda. 


The next day I took it farther from 


the house, and in a different direction 
When it was liberated, it ciieled aloft as 
hf-fure and then flew straight home, and 
was in its nest before 1 reached the 
house. 


Ai.'d then I was iu a fever of delight. 
"Do you know, mother,"' 1 cried, "1 


believe I can train the dove foracairier- 
uigeon ?" 


Mother laughed at my enthusiasm, 


and said that a boy in the country did 
not need a carrier-pigeon. 
But J was 


not discouraged. Jt seemed to me that 
it would be a very fine thing to take a 
wild turtle dove and train it to be one of 
the most useful and valuable birds IE 
the i<orld. 


And so, with this idea in view, I began 


to devote all my spare time to the train- 
ing of. Iris, my pretty little dove. Every 
day I went farther and farther from the 
house with it, and tried it in a thousand 
ways. I hid it under my coat, and turn- 
ed around and around with it, trying to 
see if it could be so confused that it 
would miss the direction; but it never 
failed. 


What, strange instinct it was that en- 


abled the dove to tell just where its home 
lay, who can tell 'i Kothing could have 
exceeded my pleasure at this discovery, 
even though i was forced to enjoy it 
alone. 
After a little, mother was as de- 


lighted as I was, and when I went out 
with the dove she waited for it, and pet- 
ted and fed it when it came home. 


"We will always feed it as soon as it 


comes," she said : "and I think that will 
make it come home promptly." 


After av-.lule I had a little basket to 


carry the dove in, and wherever I went 
the basket was slung over my shoulder, 
and I carried pencil and a pack of white 
cards in my pocket, each card with a 
piece of strong thread run through it, 
to fasten on the dove's neck. If 1 were 
having a day's fishing. I wrote on the 
card where I was, and what luck I was 
having, and tied it to the beautiful neck 
of Iris and set her free. 


Away she went, like an arrow from a 


bow ; and mother said it was equal to 
having a telephone in the house, to have 
this message come in during the day. 
while I was still away in the woods. 


As the days passed I sent many a mes- 


sage like this, but it never had occurred 
to us that the time would come when we 
should be profoundly grateful for having 
trained Iris as a carrier-dove. 


It was Saturday, aud I was so far 


ahead with my work that I could ufford 
to take a little time. Whenever days 
like this came, I was always anxious to 
go flshing. It was not only for the aport 
itself, though I was fond of. that; but it 
was for the depth and the silence of the 
woods, the quiet that falls in between 


was a storm brewing, I saw, and every 
angler knows that the fish will not bite 
under such a condition of the atmos- 
phere. 
Finally I thought it best to go 


down a mile or two farther, where the 
holes were deeper, aud where the fish 
might be persuaded to bite more readily. 


".But first I will start Iris home," I 


said to myself; and as 1 walked along I 
began to feel for my pencil and cards, to 
write a note to my mother. In a little 
while more I should have had the note 
written, and the dove sent away, and

There was a deathly stillness abroad 


in the woods, as comes sometimes just 
before a atorm.

Xone ol my 
bones were crushed ; I could move all 
my limbs a little, but my head was hurt, 
and confused and aching pains darted all 
over me. 


I was away in the woods, at lea<jt live 


miles from home, and pinned down to 
the ground by a tree, and there was a 
storm coming up, and my mother would 
never know what had become of me.

THE FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF THE 


INVENTION OF THE MOON SYSTEM, 


The fiist Sunday in May of each year 


stuitjgleil and groaned, and—something 
stirred juat beside me; and I was con- 
ficious oC the little basket with [rig shut 
safe inside. 


A flood of joy swept over me. The 


dove, the dove !—why had I not thought 
ot hei V bhe would carry a ni'isHa^e tor 
me.

I got out pencil arid card, and, pinion- 


ed as I ttas, wrote : 


"Mother, a tree has fallen on me, and 


I am fastened down to the ground so 
that I can'l move.

card bearing the scrawl around tile neck 
of Iris, and aether free. 


Would she go ? ily heart was like 


lead as I watched her: for instead of 
circling aloft as she had always done, 
she came back to me, and walked around 
me, and perched upon the log for a min- 
ute HS though she weie undecided what 
to do. 
I'eihaps the blow had confused 


her, and she would not 1* able to find 
her way borne. Suppose she never went 
home at all ? 


P»ut at 1'ist she arose on whirring wing, 


and went circling up into the trees, and 
then I lost sight of her. And then, the 
strain of nervous anxiety and the pain 
became too much for me, and I swooned 
again. 


When 1 awoke, the rain drops were 


Calling upon my forehead, and mother's 
tears were falling there too. She had 
her arms under my head, while half-a- 
dozen of. the neighbors weie lifting at 
the tiee with hand-spikes. In a little 
while I was free ; and then they can led 
me home ; and though the storm caught 
us, and drenched us, we were all too 
happy to complain. 


And it was all due to the little dove. 


Mother went to her cage, and cried over 
her, and petted her ; and I am sure thai 
no bird ever was more popular, or had 
more admiring friends. 


The fame of Iris went abroad, and 


several gentlemen came out from the 
city to see her and to offer me all kinds 
of extravagant prices for her. 
JJut poor 


as we were, we had but one answer for 
all of them. It was mother that gave it. 
She said to them : 


"The bird lias saved my son's life, sir. 


and she is not, for sale." 


So Iris was left in possession of the 


cage she loved, tm^l old age crept on 
her; and the turUflpore that was train- 
ed into a canier^igeon had a grand 
funeral, and was deeply mourned. 


is observed in England as aday of special 
prayer and thanksgiving by those inter- 
ested in the work of embossed printing 
for the blind. The present year marks 
the fiftieth anniversary ot the invention 
ot the Moon system of printing in raised 
characters. 


The inventing of raised letters and the 


fii&t practical use of them in printing for 
the blind was made in 1781 by M. Valen- 
tine Hauy, a Frenchman, who at that 
time produced quite a sensation by the 
exhibinori of printed books before the 
Academy of Sciences. Forty-two years

S," Tue initials 
of the contractor and of the United 
States. The man whose duty it was to 
do this marking was a jovial sort of fel- 
low, and when somebody abked him 
what these letters meant, he saiJ they 
stood for Elbert Anderson and Uncle 
Sam. 
Everybody, including ''Uncle 


Sam" Wilson himself, thought tins was 
a very good joko: and by and by it got 
into print, and before the end of the win 
it was known all over the country : and 
that is the way the United States receiv- 
ed its name of Uncle S tm. 


Mr. Wilson, the original Uncle Sam, 


died at Troy, N. \'., iu ISol, al the age 
of eighty-four.—,y _YiV/(ofa.i.

Ilauj's invention lames Gall, an 


Kiliiiburgh publisher, lining impressed 
with the idea ot printing the Bible for 
the use of the blind, resolved upon an 
iuiproveme.it of the alphabet, and in 
1SU", after careful study, produced his 
first book for teaching tile blind to read, 
The letters were m triangular form of 
the common alphabet. Later, portions 
of the liibie were issued in these char- 
rU'teld. 


The cost of this work was so excessive 


fhat an impoitant change was made in 
the use oi serrated types by which the 
letters were formed of dots instead of 
line*}. The increase of blind persons and 
tne desiie for reading augmented the 
need of printing more books. 
Printing 


presses were established in Europe and 
America. Dr. Howe, of the Perkins In- 
stitut-ion for the Hhml, of Boston, after 
an examination of Gall's work, set up 
the first piintmg pi ess in America, and 
afterward produced theentire Biblewitb 
a number of other books. 


A phonetic system was introduced in 


KS3i by M. Fiere, consisting of straight 
lines, ciiclea and half-circles. 
Freie 


onginaled an idea of return lines, i. e., 
to read from left to right, from right to 
left alternately. He also devised au in- 
genious method of setting up and stere- 
otyping his books. 
Copper wiie was 


used in the formation of the characters, 
which were soldered to a tiuplate. and 
the impressions received were excellent. 


In 1M7 Dr. William Moon, of Biigh- 


tori, England, recognizing the in adequacy 
of previous systems, introduced the sys- 
tem which bears his name, consisting of 
characters more nearly suggesting the 
letters they represent. 
Since that time 


Dr. Moon, with assistance of generous 
friends, has produced the Bible in four 
hundred and twenty-live languages and 
dialects, besides a large number of books, 
including the best fiction, history, science, 
etc. 
Tiie Moon type is probably more 


largely read than any other because of 
its simplicity and the large number of 
printed books. 


There was much resis auce to the sys- 


tems which employed line letter type al- 
most exclusively. The merits of the 
plan developed by Louis Braille in 1834, 
and consisting of six dots or points, 
arranged in various positions to indicate 
the different letters of thealphabet, were 
not recognized until twenty years later. 
The Braille type soon proved its super- 
iority ovor the other methods, and it is 
to-day universally recognized. It is sim- 
ple and can he used in writing as well as 
reading. 


There is every reason why books for 


the blind should be plenty and cheap. 
The efforts in behalf of the work have 
been mainly carried on by the institutions 
for the blind, but these have been so 
separated that there was great diversity 
in the results. There are at least six 
alphabets in use, and not one fully ans- 
wers the purpose for which it was in- 
tended. The superiority of the point 
system has been established. William 
B. Ware, superintendent of the ISTew 
York Institution for the Blind, has im- 
proved the point system by the arrange 
ment of the points; tiuee horizontally, 
two vertically, claiming greater facility 
in reading. 


In Egypt, where there are a large 


number of blind persons, the Koran has 
been printed in the Braille type, and a 
reader can earn good wages by reading 
at funerals and other occasions. 


The number of blind persons in Amer- 


ica exceeds fllty thousand, and the in- 
terest in printing has greatly increased 
in the last twenty-five years. A subsidy 
of 510,000 a year has been obtained from 
the government and is used to carry on 
the work. A printing house established 
in Louisville, Ky., issued books in both 
the letter and New York point types. 


The Society tor Providing Evangelical 


Religious Literature for the Blind, organ- 
ized in 1874, has issued for gratuitous 
distribution over two thousand copies 
weekly of the Sunday School Weekly. 
The funds of the society are secured by 
voluntary contributions, and whenever 
the receipts exceed the expanse attending 
the publication of the paper they are 
used/in the production of non-sectarian 
religious books. 


About a year ago a free library for the 


blind was established in New York city, 
where there are on deposit hundreds of 
volumes of poetry, drama, fiction, hla- 
tory, etc. The library has a large patron- 
age. . The Bible House, at Seventh and 
Walnut streets, maintains a small circu- 
lating library for the blind. A daily 
newspaper was recently started in Lan- 
sing, Michigan, printed in Braille type 
and giving short aeoounta of the news 
of the world.

found a "clou,"' or great attraction, des- 
tined to overshadow all otlieis us did the 
Eiffel Tower. 
Moot of the ideas sub- 


mitted are of the wildest descnption— 
the product of all the disorcleml biain" 
of the universe. The commission up- 
pointed to select the best idea has dis- 
seminated descriptions of the nio^t ac- 
ceptable ones m the hope 'hat this m,i> 
suggest the right one, or that some gen- 
ius may, by a happy inspiration, produce 
therefrom a combination which shall be 
sulliciently striking to insure instant 
adoption. 


First among the ideas submitted come 


the captive balloon of Meehrs (laillar 
and Suicouf. This ia a steam ballooi 
capable of lifting 170 people ^nuu feet 
or KK) people 3 uou Icct. Five dill' 
systems of "movable platforms lor th 
transport ot visitors to the Exhibition 
have been offered. Son.e are uniked b 
steam, otueis by electricity. A cjuain 
recommendation lor one oi them is tin 
"agile people can jump over u !" 


Naturally, theie are enthusiasts whr 


yearn 10 burrow the earth, and there ar 
half-a-dozen suggestions for 
differc-n 


sorls of mines and geological exhibits 
One champion buriower is. said to hav- 
ruminated on his pet scheme with sucl 
persistency that he was found uigarmg 
with his spade in the cellar, intending 
aa he said' to reach Australia by a new 
route. lie is now a pajing guest in 
private asylum. 


The "Women's .Palace'' is naturally 


feminine project, due to the fertile bran 
of Madame Pegard. In this palace si 
would like to see the progtess of her ee* 
in every art, science aud trade fully dis 
played. "An Exhibition of Infancy am 
Youth" is another feminine 1'lea whicl 
will, the projector thinks, "be education 
al to the eye and recreative to the mind' 
—a children's Paradise. 


Picturesque in the extreme, thinks an 


other Inventor, would be "luminous 
fountains, or cataracts, 900 feet high, 01 
a luminous cataract falling from the 
third platform of the Eiffel Tower.' 
"Luminous projections, destined to sur 
round the Arc de Triomphe with a niro 
bus," is another poetical inspiration 
suggestive of sacied paintings by the ok 
masters. 


Camille Flamtnarion, the great astron- 


omer, wishes to have a gigantic repro- 
duction of the moon, with a captive ba 
loon for adventurous travelers floating 
around it. The project of an immense 
telescope has been frequently spoken of. 
and M. Deloncle, who suggested it. 
seems to have no rivals. lie also sub- 
mits the idea of a monumental clock, to 
weigh 200 tons 


Some one suggests the reproduction of 


the various exhibitions since 1SDO. M. 
Dumouliu, the painter, thinks that 
panorama-diorama of the tour of the 
world" would be a leally excellent thing 
So it undoubtedly would be—for M. Du- 
mouliu. Very similar is the idea of re- 
production ol Paris and its environs 
from 1800 and 1900. Another is to show 
the banks of the Seine in the fifteenth 
century, with the ships of tho various 
countries.

SI-XTION I. lie it enacted by the Sen- 


ate aud House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, 
That clause three of section tliiity-tour 
of the act entitled : "An act to provide 
lor the incorporation and regulation of 
certain corporations," approved Aprn 
Uventy-nmtn, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy-four, which aa amend- 
ed by the supplement to said act, ap- 
proved June two, one thousand eight 
huudied and eighty-seven, leads as fol- 
lows: 


"The right to have and enjoy the fran- 


chise aad pnvdeges ot such corporation, 
tor the manufacture ot gas for light 
only, shall bo an exclusive ono within the 
district or locality covered by its charter, 
aud no other company shall lie inoorpor- 
ited for the manufacture of gas lo sup- 
ply light to the public, until said corpora- 
Jon .shall have troin its earnings realized 
mil divided among its stockholders dur- 
ng live years, a dividend equal to eight 
)er centum, per annum upon its capital 
,tock. Piovided, That said corporation 
iiiall al all times furnish pure gas and 
water, and any citizen using the same 
may make the complaint of impurity or 
deliciency in quantity, or bolh, to the 
jourt of common pleas, of the proper 
Bounty, by bill tiled, aud after hearing 
-he parties touching the same, the said 
icurt shall have power to make such or- 
der in the premises aa may seem just a-.ul 
'qtiitable, and may dismiss the com 
ilaints or compel the corporation to cor 
ect ihe evil complained of," be and the 
ame s hereby amended so as to read as 
ollows:

It seems to be yery ganerally conceded 


that the tariff bill now before the Senate 
vhjeli will in all probability become a 
law, with possibly a few changes, ia be 
ing enacted in the interests of a favored 
few. It is consistent with the policy 
practiced by the Itepublican party for 
years in that it "protects," not the whole 
people.but the manufacturing classes who 
Lave alrearty had favors without nuru 
ber. 
The people have not been repre 


seuted by any of the various delegations 
•which appeared before the committees 
of Congress to advocate certain measures 
nor do the people seem to have been es 
pecially considered in any of the deliber- 
ations. The few will derive the benefit 
and it is doubtful whether the Govern- 
ment's revenue will be increased. 


This bill is even more protective in 


certain directions than tha obnoxious 
McKinley law, which received such se- 
vere censure at the hands of the people 
in 1S92, and, it is predicted, will have 
much the same effect on the industrial 
conditions of the countiy.

as a rnearis of reviving industry and 
tiade. It will make BUjjar dearer, and 
ludt certainly will not benetH anyone 
except the Sugar Trust, it will make 
clothing dearer and add to the burden of 
every lamiiv in the land, it will raise 
the price of'curpets, and every household 
vill thereby suffer. 
It will, by taxing 


foreign hide's, increase the pi ice of boots 
pud shoes. And it will diminish our 
export trade to an extent that caunot 
n u w b e closely calculated, but will cer- 
tainly result in a serious loss. Xone of 
these thingd can possibly tend toward 
lirospeiiij. The stout resistance which 
is being offered by the leather manu- 
facturing inteiests of New York and 
Xew EngHnd ID the tax on hides, 
coining as it does from men wiio profess 
a geueial laioh m the protectionist 
jmhcy, 19 a striking proof of the inherent 
fallacy of that, policy as a « hole.

After heated discussion in tiie House 


Wednesday the Uamilton Eoad Bill was 
practically defeated by the adoption of an 
amendment providing that the act should 
not take effect until $1,000,000 had been 
appropriated by the State to be distributed 
in proportion to the number of miles of 
public roads in each township. 
The 


amendmeut further provides that no town- 
ship shall receive more State money than 
they raise by local taxation, and that the 
money so appropriated ahall be expended 
in nuking and maintaining public roads. 
This amendment was offered 
by Mr. 


Moore, of Susquehanna, who also moved 
to go into committee of the whole for its 
consideration. 


Mr. Phillips, of Chester, who had the 


bill in charge, said the amendment was 
simply a scheme to kill the measure, and 
that those back of it knew that the State 
could not afford to make this appropria- 
tion. 


Mr. Sexton, of Montgomery, said he was 


a member of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture, and that he had found the farmers 
over the State interested ic road legislation. 
During the depression farmers had borne 
their full share of taxes. He denied that 
the Republican party could not afford to 
pass the bill, and aaked that its friends be 
given one year to test the law. All that 
was needed was the use of brains in build- 
ing roads. 


Mr. Nesbit, of Northumberland, claim- 


ed the amendment would kill the bill, 
and that it ought to become a law irre- 
spective of a State appropriation.

In Memory of Washington. 


TUu Monument Erected in Falrnioimt 1'ark, 


PhllailftVlila, Unveiled by Presi- 


dent tlrKinley. 


A great popular demonstration marked 


the unvoiling in Fuirmonnt Park, Phila- 
delphia, last Saturday, of the handsome 
monument erected by the Society of the 
Cincinnati to the memory of Washington. 


The cord which released the flags from 


bhe figure of the first ruler of the republic 
wiia drawn by its latest ruler, President 
MoKinley. Surrounding him were men 
in whose veins runs the blood of those firat 
patriots who battled shoulder to shoulder 
with Washington. 


Major William Wayno, president of the 


Cincinnati, who formally presented the 
monument to the city, traces his lineage 
straight to Mad Anthony ; and William 
W Porter, the orator of the day, is a 
grandson of David Rittenbouse Porter, 
twice (Jo;ernor of Pennsylvania, and ie a 
grjat-grandson of Gen. Andrew Porter, 
who was on Washington's staff in the 
Revolution. 


The actual unveiling ceremony was sim- 


ple. 
Bishop Whitakeropoued witli pra} er, 


and Major Wayne followed with an ad- 
dress. Then came tbe unveiling by Pres- 
ident McKin'ey, and tbe repultant clamor, 
augmented by the national galute of twen- 
ty-one guns by the artillery and by tbo 
foiuigu and American war vessels in tbe 
Delaware. The crowd cheered wildly. 


This concluded, President McKinley 


spoke briellv. The oration was then de- 
livered by Mr. Porter. The formal pre- 
sentation of the memorial bv the society 
to the city tvas made by Major Wayne to 
Mayor Warwick, with short addresses by 
both, and then the mayor transferred it tb 
the Fairmount Purk commission, which 
body exercises jurisdiction over Philadel- 
phia's great pleasure ground. 


The exercises at tbe monument wore 


preceded by a parade which moved at 
noon from the comer of Broad and Spruce 
streets, under the command of Major-Gen- 
eral Snowden. The route was from Broad 
street to Spring Garden, and out Spring 
Garden to the park, where the parade 
popped in review before the President. 


The monument is of striking design, 4J 


feet high and its chief figure is that of 
Washington on horseback. It was design- 
ed by Prof. Rudolph Siernering, of Berlin.

The farm is not ouly a place of busi- 


ness, where the strictest accounts should 
be kept, but it ia also A factory, ia which 
a large number of articles are proJuced 
from crude materials. It may be added 
that many farmers anJ experimenters 
have invented (or, rather, created) new 
breeds of animals and plants, which, 
though not protected by patents, have 
conferred inestimable beuelit on man- 
kind and largely increased the wealth of 
the world. Scientists and enterprising 
farmers have revolutionized agriculture 
within the past .50 years, but the farmers 
;i3 a clasa have been slo'-v to adapt them- 
selves to the changed conditions. ^V'here 
improved implements have forced the 
farmer to reduce expenses in order to 
meet competition there has been shown 
a reluctance in accepting better breeds 
and 
higher systems of cultivation. 


Many of those whose experiments have 
been important iu adding to the ability 
of the fanner to produce more have been 
ridiculed until necessity compelled the 
acceptance of newer theories that were 
fully demonstrated, and even at the pre- 
sent day farmers may be found who are 
ready to condemn those who have been 
instrumental in improving the condition 
of farmers and opening the avenue to 
farming where before it was dilheult to 
progress. 


ADVANTAGES FROM THE: I'AST. 


The work of improvement has been 


more difficult with the progressive agri- 
culturalists than with the less enterpris- 
ing class. It required hair a century to 
create the Berkshire hog, and the sever- 
al breeds of cattle are the results of 
many yeais of careful selection. Those 
who began the work did not live to wit- 
ness the best results, but every farmer 
of to-day can begin where they left off— 
with the breeds at a high degree of per- 
fection—and thus derive the benefit of 
years of work at a small cost. 
What 


every farmer should do Is to aim to im- 
prove that which he has. There is am- 
ple room for every one to attempt to 
bring into existence a breed possessing 
certain qualities not to be found in any 
other or to produce new varieties of 
fruits and vegetables. In such a fieid 
the work becomes a pleasure and the 
benefit is spread broadcast. The man- 
agement of a farm is also a matter which 
presents a dillicult problem, for-with the 
improved appliances ot fanning kuowl- 
edge is becoming more potent thau mus 
c!e. The farmer who will depend upon 
skill, using every means open for im- 
provement, will be the one who will suc- 
ceed, as his real competitors are other 
farmers who are not yet willing to ad- 
vance iu their methods of management. 


SYSTKM ATIC F A I!Jl 1N O 


The merchant who is iu business or 


the manufacturer will not be content if 
hip books do not balance in a manner to 
account for every dollar received or ex- 
pended, an,I there is more necessity for 
keeping strict accounts of business on 
the farm than in any other industry, as 
the farmer engages in a great many en- 
terprises, lie grows his crops without 
knowing the exact cost aud he uses these 
crops of raw material for producing 
meat, milk, butter, cheese and manure, 
converting the refuse into other raw 
materials next year. All of these pro- 
cesses are more or less expensive, but 
the farmer does not inform liitnself in 
regard to his best sources of profit or 
how Id avoid loss. There is also a neg- 
ligence on the part of some iu not adopt- 
ing the most approved methods of con- 
verting their crops into products. They 
increase expenses by using unprofitable 
Block and adhere to certain crops that do 
not pay in preference to branching out 
for a large variety ami of the latest kinds. 
The farmer should consider himself a 
business man, ready to take advantage 
of the best methods and able to select 
the markets iu which he can secure the 
highest prices. The merchants is a com- 
petitor with others, and often buys and 
sells close ajd so must the farmer; but 
the merchant can at times quickly learu 
the condition of his business from his ac- 
counts, which example the farmer must 
follow, as success on the farm at the 
present day depends on knowledge and 
system.—1'iiiln. lln'onl.

The Fertilizer Question. 


Olio for Individual Study nml Experiment. 


A farmer of Iowa asks of the Practical 


Farmer the following: 


"The value of manure, and of feed 


must be measured, not oiiiy by the re- 
sults produced, but by the market value 
of the article produced. 
Agricultural 


writers generally explain to us that there 
are estrtnin chemical constituents in ma- 
nure which have a certain value in dol- 
lars and cents. This idea, while theo- 
retically correct, is very misleading, par- 
ticularly to that class of men who most 
need advice from an agricultural papfr. 
Fully one-half, and probably two-thirds, 
of the farmers of the Northwest have 
adopted a calling for which they were 
not fitted in boyhood, and many of these 
lean upon able writers and successful 
farmers for advice. 
With us the value 


of an acre of produce is seldom more, 
aud quite often less, than the value of 
the labor that produced it. Then, with 
corn at lOo. per bushel, and other pro- 
duce at corresponding prices, what right 
have we to figure a fertilizer at the same 
value as an eastern farmer with his en- 
hanced crop values, certain market aud 
greater market facilities. 
Thus, one 


iimn with land in a given condition, can 
profitably use fertilizers, while another 
man with laud iu sainn condition, but iu 
a different locality, must surely lose. 
Theso remarks will apply to both com- 
mercial and farm manures, but with 
evi-rv allowance in favor of the latter, 
the chief requirement of our land being 
hurmis. 
\Ve cannot say that a tou of a 


certain feeding article is worth HO much 
in dollars mid cents, but varies with the 
average market viilue of the auimal or 
produce ia the locality where naed, after 
the labor price for using has Doeu de- 
ducted." 


ANSWER.—"These points are among 


the lirsl considered by intelligent farmers 
and feeders, who usually know pretty 
nearly what their grain will bring at a 
given price per 100 pounds for pork and 
beef. Ctiemical analyses and valuations 
enable the farmer to know whether he 
is Baying too much for fertilizer as com- 
pared with the commercial value of tho 
ingredients which enter into its compo- 
sition. It is true that these "chemical 
constituents" have a certain commercial 
value in dollars and cents, bnt every 
older reader of the F. JP. certainly knows 
by this time that these analyses and val- 
uations do not, neither are they intended 
to, indicate the practical value of a fertil- 
izer to the farmer regardless of location 
or the requirements of his soil and crop. 
These are questions for individual study 
and experiment. "—EH. 


Fodder corn can be grown at a less ex- 


pense thau corn which is cultivated 
mostly for its grain. It can be drilled 
thickly iu the rows, which will give more 
stalks and \vhich will be smaller in di- 
ameter, and, as the corn should be cut 
just as the aars are about to glaze, the 
crop will be in no danger from frost. 
There is no crop which gives such large 
returns for its cost as fodder corn.

A strawberry bed seldom gives but one 


year's abundance, and is allowed to die 
ofT the second ysur or in plowed under. 
There ia nothing to prevent two seasons' 
cropping, or even three, if weeds ami 
gruss :ire kept out complet-: ly the lirst 
year aud the bed burned over late iu the 
full and mulched. .The life of the bed 
depends anon the care given. 


Small seeds, such as those of carrots, 


turnips, cabbage, etc., must be covered 
very lightly or they will not give satis- 
factory results. Teas, l.irna beans, mel- 
ons, string beans, etc., may be covered 
ii> the depth of two inches iu light soil, 
but if the ground is soft and flue lesp 
covering may be an advantage. It is 
better to use tot> much seed and thin out 
the. surplus plants than to have plants 
miss in the rows. 


The Michel early strawberry blooms 


two or three weeks before the Gaudy, a 
late variety. The objection to the very 
early variety is that it occasionally suf- 
fers from having the blossoms injured 
by frost; but if the fruit, escapes such 
drawbacks the strawberry season is ex- 
tended much longer than when but a 
single variety is used. 


Grass is the foundation of all success- 


ful farming. When a farmer can secure 
a heavy sod of grass he can rest assured 
that his farm will improve in fertility if 
lie has a system of rotation of crops that 
will admit grass as one of the lit,t, as it 
riot only permits of the keeping of more 
stock, but gives a sod for plowing under. 


^ A.t the Maryland Agricultural Station 
Professor Patterson has experimented 
with cornstalks that have had the pith 
removed. The pith is now used as a 
protection to vessels against the ingress 
of water, but in the extraction of the 
pith the blades and husks sire cut up, and 
after the removal of the pith the remain- 
der is ground into meal, which resembles 
bran. Professor Patterson claims that 
the ground material, weight for weight, 
is more digestible than whole fodder, 
contains more digestible portein than 
timothy, and that rations made up with 
it am be prepared with less labor than 
with corn blades; also that animals fat- 
ten rapidly when fed with it, aud that 
its keeping qualities are equal to bran or 
linreed meal. 


To have crisp radishes grow them on 


rich soil where they will make rapid 
growth. Plant only a small plot at a 
time, so as to have them in succession. 
It requires but a short time to secure 
radishes from the day the seed is sown.

It is seldom that the soil is made too 


rich for any kind of crop, but it is a com- 
mon practice to attempt to grow on poor 
aoil a crop that requires rich land. 
Whenever the farmer flada that he has 
an insufficiency of manure he should use 
fertilizers or the crop will reduce the 
plant food in the aoil. It is the imper- 
ceptible loss every year that impoverish- 
es the land, which nmy not be apparent 
uutil a total failure occura some year, 
when the farmer may lose more than he 
gains. 


Wood ashes can be used to better ad- 


vantage on clover fields than ou any 
other crops, as the lime and potash of the 
ashes are the principal substances de- 
manded by the clover plant. 


Fewer acres and more bushels should 


be always the object. Large farms are 
not undesirable if the owner has the 
capital to give the land the highest cul- 
tivation ; but it is seldom that an ordi- 
nary farm is made to produce to its full- 
est capacity, unless the efforts are con- 
centrated on the smallest possible area. 
Labor aud manure cannot be distributed 
over a large surface with advantage. 


.Diseased plants should never be added 


to th9 manure heap, as they contami- 
nate the whole mass. It is possible to 
spread plant diseases over the entire 
farm through the agency of the manure, 
and no farm will get rid of any disease 
that attacks plants until all refuse is 
burnt. Onion smut, potato scab ami 
sweet potato rot are spread when the 
tops are thrown on the manure. J3very 
tree or plant that is brought on the farm 
from other places becomes a medium for 
communicating disease, and should be 
carefully examined on arrival, as the 
nurseryman may not be aware of the 
fact that a plant is not healthy. It is 
cheaper to keep disease away than to 
combat it after it becomes established.

Combating Fires in the Country. 


Once under way, there ia little hope of 


extinguishing a fire that begins burning 
down our nouae or barn in the country, 
aud so we get out the live-stock and ve- 
hicles aud what-not of a portable charac- 
ter, and patiently allow the building aud 
its unremovable contents to go up in 
smoke. Many thousands of dollars thus 
annually disappear in (lame »nd smoke. 
If water weresullicieutly abundant and 
Ike apparatus were handy in every .dis- 
trict, the case would be far different. 
But these are impossibilities, it seems, 
and in their absence we must look for 
something as elFieient and more practic- 
able, and I think we need not look in 
vain. There are fire extinguishing com- 
pounds that every farmer might have on 
hand, and find very serviceable, too, 


Of course, the main thins is to get at 


a fire in its incipiency. Then, a bucket 
of water may put it out 
But there are 


some incipient 'fires that one cannot 
reach with a bucket of water. 
What 


then 'I 
We must have something that 


will reach the lire, such as a pump, or a 
bomb. A portable pump ia a good thing 
for such a purpose, and a very good solu- 
tion for extinguishing the fire is made 
from 20 parts chloride of lime (crude), 
5 parts common salt, and 75 parts water, 
iu which the other articled are t.o be dis- 
solved. This mixture may he kept con- 
stantly on hand, keeping it lightly cork- 
ed and where it will not fiec/.e. Or it 
may be put in very thin Hlfisn bottles, 
ami these bo used as hand grenarles or 
bombs. 
Simple solutions of calcium 


chloride, sal ammoniac or bonix are also 
HTVctive, used in this way. still another 
solution is niadtt from S parts Bait, (i 
liarta bicarbonate ol «<K|;I 2 parts fjlai:-' 
bar's salt, 2 parts chloride, of lime., and '1 
parts silicate of soda, or water glass ; or 
common salt, flu parts; sal ammoniac, 
CO parts ; and bicarbonate of soda, 20 
parts ; or sal ammoniac, 100 parts ; sul- 
phate of soda, 00 parts, aud bicarbonate 
of soda, 40 parts. 


Common table salt is always a good 


fire extinguisher, and is especially useful 
when the chimney catches fire, when a 
handlul of salt is to be thrown upon the 
lire in the stove;, and this generates 
muriatic acid gas, a deadly foe to lire 
flames. 


Concentrated ammonia water is an- 


other foe to fire (lames. The ammonia 
evolves considerable gas when heated, 
and even petroleum will cease burning 
in its presence. Farmers are advised to 
have bottles, glass stoppered, around in 
different parts of the barn buildings, 
where they will not be disturbed ; aud 
should a fire break out, the heat would 
burst the nearest bottle, liberating the 
gas and thereby scaling its own fate. 
This is, perhaps, the cheapest and most 
practical method that farmers can use 
for this purpose. It was the suggestion 
of a committee of. the Polytechnic So- 
ciety of Munich for use where petroleum 
is stored. 


Owing to the combustible nature of its 


contents, a barn presents a difficult sub- 
ject for even a (Ire department, where 
one maybe near. It is dillieult to get 
at the flames directly, owing to sparse- 
ness o£ windows, and hence the beet 
thing is some chemicals suitable for the 
purpose, and these every barn-owner 
should have. Then let him rigorously 
enforce the law of "no matches, tobacco 
or lights about the barn." 
Allowing 


tramps to sleep in the barn is a bad and 
dangerous piece of charity. Imperfect 
glass in windows will cause fires by act- 
ing as a "burning-glass," concentrating 
the sun's nys. — Cmnlry Gi-rdkruan.

As a remedy to prevent the depreda- 


tions of squash buj-a it is a good plan to 
dust the vines with land plaster that 
has been impregnated with kerosene and 
turpentine. If tbo bugs still continue to 
do damage cover the vines with boxes, 
pour a teaspoonful of bisulphide of car- 
bon around each plant, and leave the 
boxes in place half an hour. The bisul- 
phide of carbon is volatile, destroys the 
insects, and does not injure the plants. 
Fire, snob, as a lighted cigar or pipe, will 
cause the substance to explode, hence it 
must be handled carefully.
